Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1, 3-6 and 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 1 and 6, applicant should clarify what is intended by "the spiral inductor 
including; and forming Applicant should clarify the structure/arrangement of the "spiral vias."

of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by 
the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of 
this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a), 

5. Claims 1, 3-6 and 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Park et 

al. [US 6,395,637]. 

Park et al. discloses a method of manufacturing a spiral inductor [see column 2, line 66 
through column 3, line 19, figures 4A-5B] comprising: 

- providing a substrate; 

- forming a field dielectric layer over the substrate; 

- forming an inductor dielectric layer over the field dielectric layer; 

- forming a spiral opening in the inductor dielectric layer; 

- forming a spiral inductor in the spiral opening; 

- forming a plurality of parallel spiral vias connected together at center proximate and center 
distal ends of the spiral inductor; and 

- forming a plurality of connection portions connected to the center proximate end and the 
center distal ends of the spiral inductor, respectively.
